Mrs. Schill, Mrs. Burdett, and members of the Women's Form to 1st i caul 
Security? 

I appreciate the opportunity to meet with you today. In coming here 

1 am breaking a self-imposed rule. As the Director of Central ltd sill far ice 

2 seek anonymity — not publicity — for myself and tor the Centrex Intelli- 
gence Agency. 

Every rule has its exception. The 'work of your Forum on Bat ions . 
Security bears so intimately on many phases of my own work that 2 m v*r t < 
glad to have this chance to discuss with you some of the dangers t » cmi 
national security — dangers which many do not sense because they ire olfjiverly 
disguised. 

It is the Job of the Central Intelligence Agency to garner txget he;? 
the facts affecting our national security as best ve can find that and "ai » 
to lay them before the policymakers; the President of the United £ &tsi . 
the Secretary of State, the Secretary of Defense, end the other mexbez s uf 
the Rational Security Council as they may be directly concerned. *hej r*;i 
turn decide what to do about these facts. 

Among the "facts" which CIA has been uncovering is lnformati m 00 •*&* 
techniques which subversive Communism employs to weaken the free v ;rld. 

This will be the subject of what 2 have to say to you this 4ftem«K*a. 
techniques fall geographically into two main categories — the dr* -Stic- «al 
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the foreign — those subversive communistic actions which we have * met 
right here at heme and those that chiefly affect oar Allies and friends in 

the Free World, And as they affect them, they in turn have an impac t m no 
own security position. 

The role of the Central Intelligence Agency in this field relate* 
exclusively to what is being done abroad. Within the Waited States .-hi* m 

a responsibility of the FBI,

Here at hone we are becoming increasingly aware of the dangers of 
subversive CcoHemisao It is no longer coddled and tolerated., We am 
fortunate to have in the Federal Bureau of Investigation Mr. J. Bdga, few,,- 
with his great experience end high technical skill. He has been efe* to 
make a real contribution, particularly by exposing to the light of g* r ti*. 
various organisation, and fronts under which Communist* masquerade. 

Iota will recall that the Attorney general has published • list *f 
over 200 organizations here in the United State* with high souading m. 
ond titles which axe nothing more than subversive Cceawnist fronts, feu 
win also recall that the Resident in his recent speech at the open! * of 

the Congress suggested certain additional measures for dealing with t e 
problem of subversion. 

While we still have no right to be complacent about the dementi* 
situation, a far graver situation faces many of the countries or the net 
World who have yet to appreciate the real meaning of Gcmnunism or to t ake 
adequate measures against it in their own countries. As a result, tw« 
problem of Communist subversion is an even more dangerous threat to ft**** 

in many of the free countries of tbt world outside of the United State* 
than it is here at home. 
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There are cogent reasons for this,, Many of the countries of th F ret 
World suffered mere grievously than we frem the two world wars which -m 
have faced In the last 30 years. Many were devastated by boobing attacks* 
Some suffered enemy occupations. Others in turn had their social structure 
and their economic life weakened and imperiled. Tate China, for exasule. 

In World War II China did not have merely five years of war. It was \% war 
for about 10 years before the Armistice in 194$. That is one reason thy sc 
much of China is now behind the Iron or the Bamboo Curtain. 

Then also, particularly in Asia, many countries are trying to eeireisc 
their newly won independence under conditions which would t ax the strength 
of the most mature democracies. And in the process they have to resist the 
luring appeals of the Ccmmunlsts with their seemingly easy and utopia i 
solutions for all social and governmental problems. 

There is another reason why many of these countries Of the Free 
World are more deeply affected than we. They are nearer to the heart of 
the Communist subversive machine with its headquarters in Moscow and nth 
branch offices throughout the Communist world in such places at Worse r, 
Prague, Bucharest, Peiping, in the Soviet zones of Berlin and Vienna, and 
on the frontiers of Indo-Cbina and Burma. Land frontiers are sore easily 
grossed and infiltrated with Communist agents and propaganda than great 
stretches of ocean. 

Finally in many of the free countries of the w»rld, particular! -r is 
Europe and in parte of Asia, there are we 11 -organized Communist Parties. 
These parties take a very active part in the political life of the eoiufcr y 
They are recognized and privileged and yet are dedicated to installing a 
system in which political parties cease to exist. A hard core of wei..~ 
trained fanatical Ccaaaunlsts direct the Party's activities. 
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Z recognize that in these Cosauunist Parties there are many pspbt *i>' 
mauld be shocked if they were told that the party to which they be: ong« 
run from Moscow and in the interest of a foreign creed o Heverthel *» 
is the fact. 

These g aasunl st Parties oppose every constructive measure t* t i t 
introduced, particularly laws which would build up the economic a* pa mu m. 
life of the country. They ere working for chaos out of which revs uti>c 
may come. In the French Parliament, over the past, seven or eigne ; man 
since the liberation, there have been an average of well over iOo • cssucif* 
out of about 600 deputies a In Italy the proportionate number of &:«Mcst4t« 
and fellow travelers is even larger. 

Just for a assent think what would happen in our own Congress if **> 
had a hundred Esmbers Whose taak was obstruction, the endless pro! <ngl‘f > ? 
debate, proposing of amendments to every possible measure, and ins\»tf ?f ?i 
days of discussion for all of these amendments. How much constructive snrs 
would we then accomplish? Those who criticize the parliaments of >ther 
cmartriee should realize that an long as they have this large Cams, inis t 
representation it will be very difficult, if net impossible, for t ese 
bodies to meet the needs of representative goveraaent and to carry on ttu 
processes of governing. 

The practical situation ie this? The Caawraists take advaat^ge 
all ©f the privileges and rights which are a part of the system of fret 
government in the Free World, and they abuse these privileges in order to 
destroy freedom itself. 

These are some of the reasons why the Cosmuaists abroad have wet i ret > 
at their command which axe more effective than those that they try to u« in 
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this 6©uoferyo Here in the milted States 'measures have been taken tc «?«fr:.ve 
them of their respectability and here, also, they are numerically tc< 
to invade our legislative bodies. 

In addition to their political parties the Communists have otter t m 
even more subtle weapon®. In s ome case® they have built up a eeriee «l 
blinds — camouflaged organizations; — in others they haw pern feral*** * »* 
captured from within a whole series of existing organizations me ay rr uka 
ori ginally had a reputation for respectability. Through these iron* OM#aiaa- 

ti, 

tions they carry out their well-known policy; subvert the weak divnii* tae 
strong. They hide their affiliation with Moscow while carrying on nne 
Communist line. 

Right at the beginning of the Soviet Revolution Lenin gav.- %i*> *>• 
to approved Communist procedure. He said that "the Party must ' ake every 
advantage of even the smallest opportunity of gaining a mass &1 y erw 
through this ally be only temporary, vaselllatlng, unstable, ami unreliable." 
And he added, "©lose who do not understand this do not understated Mar k i« 

©ver the years aince 1920 Soviet technique has shown vast lmprwissnt, 
arid they have developed mass media for propagating their ideas *hiC5 f** 
exceed the modest beginnings that Lenin advocated.

There are scere« a 
others. These are same of the most important. 
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let us look at see* of these organizations — for example, tfco Wex..; 
Federation of Tirade Unions, 

Its headquarters are in the Soviet sector of Vienna, it has iff IttM 
in Beiping,, in Latin America, and in Africa or veil as in Western Europe 
It still control?; the powerful COT in France and the COIL in Italy «« veil 
as many other unions in countries as far distant as Indonesia, for ixssix.i 
The two unions 2 mentioned in France and Italy are the largest track 
unions in these neapeetlre countries, and they tend to dominate tin - lif t 
of the workers in many plants in these countries. They are a fonsd iabl e 
threat to the freedom and the development of the free trade tenion fiovesrnfg 
in both countries, 

The Communist World Federation of Trade Unions claims a total anheu « 
ship of sc©b 70 million, ©ne-helf of the aeafce rehip, they claim, 3 lea 
outside the Iron Curtain dispersed through same 57 countries of the not 
Consamist world. In many countries they control the most important of tin 
trade unions* Of course behind the "Curtain" there are m free treie urc.iti 
whatever. 

Hew let u'« look at the World Peace Council, another Canaunis* fni?. 
with an appealing name, Vcu will recall the so-called Stockholm s* ice 
appeal which was signed by more than 2 million Americana, This ap* ;al win 
organised and fronted by the Cossamlst World Peace Council,

of which took place in Berlin in August of 1951° It was a colossal altt.lt » 
labeled "A Youth Festival for Peace." Over a million Ceraan youth i vert 
transported to Berlin at the expense of their Conauniet patrons, in ahcsi t km 
25,000 foreign youths were brought to Berlin from all corners of t ie world . 

©f course, the entire bill was footed by the Communist governments of lc.it era 
Europe and the Soviet Union. The cost ran into the millions of dc Hair 

Fortunately the Berlin Rally had some unpleasant kickbacks t v th«- 
Communist side. Almost a million of the Communist youths visited the Fine 
Western Sector of Berlin. Probably they vent there to Jeer but tfc jy sh*<ft d 
to wonder. Many of them wanted to stay permanently. They were sfc nro tin 
sights of the free city of Western Berlin. 

One of the most impressive sights they saw was the American ttgfc 
Commissioner himself, John J. McCloy. Be invited representatives if tfcisie 
youths to visit his office, sought and answered their questions candidly end 
fully. Words of this extraordinary scene spread through the entlxi Ycrv. 
Festival and war an impressive contrast to Communist techniques of prtve at big 
a free discussion among the youths at their own rally. 

Another front organization is the International Association if 
Democratic Lawyers. This is one of the few organizations which he i it# 
headquarters outside the Iron Curtain and has found follow travelers it 
England and France respectively to act as the President and Vice-fresifiiKit 
of the organization. It has been used by the Communists to front for tbjar 
false charges of bacteriological warfare in the Korean War and helped F*nsa 
the phoney investigation which was made of these now wholly diacrellter 
charges. 
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Naturally the Soviet have not overlooked the vast impxrta&e of 
women's organizations In the field of propaganda Here they have organ i, s- ?C 
the Women's International Democratic Federation. Its charter is br>?n «e» 

It pretends to stand for the eradication of Fascism; co llab o ratto . fo r 
peace; defense of the political, economic, legal;, and social rigbs of i»»3*n; 
the safeguarding of public health with particular reference to dbALdrtn; ird 
the preservation of social conditions suitable to the physical, * ral , ual 
intellectual development of the young. 

In all its history, however, this "front" has never deviate! in eny 
respect from the Ceranonlat line. At its meeting in Vienna in Apr 1 of l?* 
it came out strongly against "American warmongers". Its monthly miUttio, 
"Wraasn of the World," is largely devoted to the Co mm u nis t peace empat^i. 

It is estimated that it must cost the Cct&aunlsts some t» mil lion cm cars 
to run tiie Women's International Federation for a single year and to tens 
its representation from 40 different countries to these various iftexne.tlxial 
meetings. Contrast this expenditure with the fact that the Soviet has not 
to this date contributed a penny to the United Hattons International Chi i Iran's 
Emergency Fund. 

I have described only a few of the score Of organisations, ihicl nr a 
subtly working to spread the Co-uni st doctrines. This will give you miss 
idea of the methods which International Co m m un is m is employ lag, tie tmis 
coverage they are giving to their pro p aga n d a , and the tremendous fins tv ie L 
and organizational effort they are expending to undermine the basis of 
our free society. 

What I have given you is by so means an exhaustive review of the seels 
the CeeoBunists use to delude and deceive the non-Communist world, Hrw»er., 
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■ j-Mj ft nay give you an idee of 'their methods. Each situation. often- earni 
country, means for them the deployment of a new technique or of a epecii.u y 
adapted fora of deception.. 

The facte I have given you should not he kept secret* 

Haturally the Communist® do 1 they can to conceal their connect ons wir&n 
these front organisations » They S h ould not he allowed to gat awe witc hjs 
hoax and deception any longer. Since they gat little local or p© «lar 
financial support, it is obvious that someone vith an aapl« poeke boo* «it 
governmental proportions most serve as the "angel" to keep them going <■ 

Why do they do all this? It is not Just propaganda for propagaota s 
sake; it is the Communist method of reaching out to condition and then 
control those people vbo will not buy Communism in the raw. It serves it 
a measure to neutralize those they cannot quickly make into direct a3x:.i* . 

Ife all went peace and the reduction of armaments, the extension *»i 
benefits to the underprivileged, and an end to old-fashioned colonial asm and 
the like. The GocBsunirts are playing the rather unique game oi cany:«.j 
these principles everywhere in the sphere Oi' their own control ar»d at ;t* 
same ti me deluding people elsewhere into believing that they, the Carrtm sxs, 
are the real defenders of those principles in every country or the worm 
These techniques I have described are used as the softening pn»?in 
to prepare for the day when the Communists hope to be rea$ r for the tfi* -over" 
j§ 9 t so long ago we saw it happen in Czechoslovakia. Sot a shot *--aa :?in.*w 
but liberty waa destroyed overnight. The softening process nan repin.i 
the ground. Each Coaosinlst waa in his appointed place, each person 'im> «»a 
been neutralized by propaganda and deception kept quiet. "Ctoere na ao 
fight for freedom. 
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Ifedey it 1 b not the ©pen OcsaEsniat, the a&aitted fo. .icrver of Mm:: 
aad Lenin, who is likely to trip us up. It is the neutralist. the ©aft, 
thinkers about agrarian reformer®; those vfco merely decry the m tootis . 1 m. 
are blind to the aims, of international Cocmunism. 

So prepare to meet this danger we are putting our house it order !■*:?* 
in the United States. We cannot decide the policy for those in >th* r 
countries of the world. We can help to the QaaMauniat darker. 

Furthermore we can give one example of a free people who ere frustratii# 
the Communist program* while keeping our own freedoms. 

So carry out our task as fact finders and to keep ovx son .nvacirt. laliey- 
mekfirs advised of what the Ceaousists are doing outside of the baited it alias, 
we have gathered together in the Central Intelligence Agercy an *bl* irtstt*.
